ABORTIONDIVIDE 


Differences on the hot-button topic 
grow across regions of the country

WASHINGTON Nationwide public opinion on abortion has remained 
largely unchanged for the past two decades, but that overall steadi- 
ness masks a widened gap between conservative and liberal parts of 
the country new polling data indicate. 

Opposition to legal abortion has significantly increased since the 
mid-1990s in the most anti-abortion part of the country the south- 
central swath of states that stretches from Alabama, Tennessee and 
Kentucky west to Texas and Oklahoma, according to new data re- 
leased by the Pew Research Center. 

In the mid-1990s, slightly more than half the people in those 
states said abortion should be legal in “all” or “most” circumstances, 
according to polling done by The Washington Post and ABC News. 
Now, in the Pew survey which asked the same questions, that share 
is down to 40 percent. 

A smaller decline in the percentage saying abortion should be le- 
gal in all or most cases shows up in data from the Midwestern states 


of Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas and the Dakotas. 

Both of those regions also have become more solidly Republican 
during that period. Of the 13 states that have passed laws attempting 
to ban abortion at 22 weeks or earlier in a woman’s pregnancy all but 
five are in those two parts of the country 

By contrast, support for legal abortion has increased slightly in 
New England, with the share saying abortion should be legal all or 
most of the time rising from 70 percent in the 1990s to 75 percent 
now in those states. The six New England states have the highest 
percentage of support for legal abortion, followed by the Pacific 
Coast and the mid-Atlantic states, all regions where Democrats 
tend to dominate. 

Opinions on abortion in those three regions are significantly 
more lopsided than in other parts of the country with supporters of 
legal abortion outnumbering opponents by more than 2 to i. 

The industrial states around the Great Lakes and the south At- 
lantic states stretching from Virginia down to Florida remain closely 
divided and have not changed significantly About half the people 
in those states say abortion should be legal in all or most cases, with 
about four in 10 saying it should be illegal in aU or most cases.

Serious action, serious bromance 


I knew Mark would 
do it He wasn’t happy

NEW YORK Mark Wahiberg and Denzel Wash- 
ington were at a corner table celebrating the 
start of production on their Western action- 
comedy “2 Guns” last year when they spot- 
ted an odd sight. On the dance floor, sweatily 
busting moves while surrounded by a gaggle of 
women, was their director: the rugged, beard- 
ed Icelander Baltasar Kormakur. 

“Denzel looked at me and said, ‘What’s up 
with your boy?’ ” Wahiberg recalled, trotting 
out a not-bad Washington impersonation. 
‘And I said, ‘I don’t know I’ve never seen him 
do this before.’ ” 

Kormakur’s momentary burst of samba may 
have temporarily puzzled Wahiberg. But his 
overall exuberance has, improbably delighted 
the actor. 

When the pair unveil “2 Guns” on Friday 
they will offer the latest product— after last 
year’s surprise hit “Contraband” and the re- 
cently shot HBO pilot “The Missionary” 
which Kormakur directed and Wahiberg pro- 


duced— of what is fast becoming one of Hol- 
lywood’s most odd-couple relationships. 

There’s Wahiberg, the Dorchester, Mass., 
kid who did time in jail before remaking him- 
self first as Marky Mark and later as an action 
star. And there’s Kormakur, a theater and film 
geek who started out making low-budget ec- 
centricities such as “loi Reykjavik” and “Jar 
City” and who lives in a northern Iceland town 
where sheep outnumber people by an unoffi- 
cial count of 5:1. “We’re not that different,” said 
Wahiberg, 42. 

“We’re a little different,” said the director, 
47. “But not really that different.” 

Based on Blake Masters’ screenplay adap- 
tation of a graphic-novel series, “2 Guns” cen- 
ters on Wahlberg’s undercover Naval officer 
Stig Stigman and Washington’s undercover 
DEA agent Bobby Trench. Their identities 
concealed from each other for much of the 
film, Stig and Bobby pretend to be criminals 
in the hope of nabbing a drug kingpin and his 
money— until they run afoul of Earl (Bill Pax- 
ton), a coolly vicious killer who maybe a CIA 
operative. 

With plenty of comic improvisation be- 
tween Washington and Wahiberg (Wahiberg 
says he read the entire script aloud every day 


for over a month so he knew when and how 
to deviate), “2 Guns” is the kind of glorified 
B -movie in which, when the characters are 
not trying to outshoot various bad guys, 
they’re trying to outfox each other. 

Wahiberg said the partnership works be- 
cause, as a former actor, Kormakur under- 
stands what someone like Wahiberg needs. 
But mostly he said, it’s about the masculinity 
“He’s a guy’s guy” Wahiberg said. 

Kormakur said his own kinship with Wahi- 
berg came from a more mystical place: When 
he watched “Boogie Nights” in the late 1990s, 
long before he contemplated a Hollywood 
career, he “just knew” he would one day work 
with Wahiberg, not least because the actor 
looked like a childhood friend (his face, that is). 

Wahiberg spends summers doing things 
such as shooting a new “Transformers,” in De- 


troit, as he has this year, or taking his children 
on vacation. Kormakur has a different tack. 
He likes to take a group of men on a two- 
week excursion into the Icelandic wilderness 
with nothing but horses, flashlights and hare- 
bones supplies. 

But the two have developed a bro-ish simpa- 
tico. Kormakur notes that he also got in trou- 
ble for acting out as a young man— not “jail 
trouble like Mark, but I could be a wild one.” 

Indeed, when the director wanted Wahi- 
berg and Washington to hang upside down 
in a scene, he had a canny streetwise strategy 
“I knew Mark would do it. He wasn’t happy 
about it, but he’d do it. So I asked Mark to do 
it and asked him to ask Denzel if he would do 
it,” Kormakur said. 

Wahiberg: ‘And I said, ‘No way you ask 
him.’”

Easily underesti- 
mated, “2 Guns” 
actually contains 
about 15 times more 
guns and roughly that 
many laughs. If some- 
how you’ve never 
admitted that Mark 
Wahlberg is hilarious, 
you’re going to have 
to give in: He’s having 
a blast in “2 Guns” 
and makes a lot of 
good lines great. 

Bobby (Denzel Washington) and Stig 
(Wahlberg) want to knock over a small Texas 
bank to stick it to a drug kingpin (Edward 
James Olmos) who broke a deal and killed 
their friend. Both partners think they know 
all they need to about each other— and both 
are wrong. This leads to a complicated mess 
after the expected $3 million haul turns 
out to be $43,125 million (a specific amount 
frequently referenced by a shady dude (Bill 
Paxton) who really wants that cash). Bobby 
and Stig then must try to figure out if the 
other— or, really, anyone— is on his side. 

This is what a star vehicle should be: a 
well-written project that works without the 
big names but shines with them.

to work with, “2 Guns” allows Washington 
and Wahlberg room to roam within their 
usual smooth, charming selves. They’re ap- 
pealing whether they bicker about breakfast 
or turn a game of chicken into a fistfight 
out their windows. Paula Patton and James 
Marsden contribute good supporting work, 
too. While the setting of “2 Guns” certainly 
resembles the just-OK Schwarzenegger ac- 
tionA^estern “The Last Stand,” the former is 
about four times better-acted and five times 
as clever. 

Working from graphic novels I didn’t 
know existed, writer Blake Masters and 
director Baltasar Kormakur (“Contraband”) 
should have followed through on the film’s 
early playfulness toward style and structure 
(jazzy hints of Soderbergh quickly disap- 
pear). “2 Guns” also may not have the pacing 
or moral smarts to match its wit, but it’s the 
kind of personality-driven summer entertain- 
ment that’s both easy to forget and recom- 
mend. 

If you think you might like it, you will. If 
you think you won’t, see Woody Allen’s “Blue 
Jasmine.” A ticket-line argument about two 
solid, varied options is a good problem to 
have.

Early in the Danish 
drama “The Hunt,” 
Theo (Thomas Bo 
Larsen) tells his wife, 
Agnes (Anne Louise 
Hassing), that she’s 
beautiful because 
she doesn’t know it. 
Since he neglects to cite One Direction, I 
assume he wants his word to be taken on its 
own. 

But taking a man’s word isn’t always possi- 
ble, as the couple’s best friend, Lucas (Mads 
Mikkelsen of NBC’s “Hannibal”), learns 
after Theo and Agnes’ kindergartner, Klara 
(Annika Wedderkopp), claims Lucas— her 
neighbor and a teacher at her school— ex- 
posed himself to her. Lucas didn’t do it. But 
when a child says something like that, you 
take it seriously. 

Soon this likable guy is out of a job and 
his teenage son, Marcus (Lasse Logel- 
strom), no longer plans to come live with 
him. It’s odd that Lucas doesn’t deny the

accusations more strongly off the bat— he 
seems shell-shocked that people either as- 
sume his guilt or even suspect he could be 
capable of the crime — and an anonymous 
act of retribution will feel familiar for any- 
one who has seen how pets often play into 
films like this. 

Yet even if director/co-writer Thomas 
Vinterberg doesn’t generate the tension of 
“Notes on a Scandal” or fully connect Lucas’ 
hunting hobby to the community’s ruth- 
less pursuit of their target, “The Hunt” lets 
viewers feel the frustration of a victim given 
no trust or genuine opportunity for defense. 
Leading questions are asked, and kids, not 
unlike adult inmates, may say anything to 
get out of an interrogation. 

Considering the skepticism frequently 
issued to many adults who bring charges for

Recently, the flavor 
of Woody Allen’s 
work has had all the 
sweetness of a black 
coffee martini. 2011’s 
nostalgic “Midnight 
in Paris” turned 
borderline evil in the 
bitter, unwatchable scenes involving Rachel 
McAdams’ excruciating character; 2012’s “To 
Rome with Love” embraced infldelity and 
didn’t give a hoot about its female characters. 

In the writer-director’s likably sad “Blue 
Jasmine,” Allen flips the script, focusing 
his story on women and noting the folly of 
anyone who ruins a good thing in an effort to 
trade up. For the time being. Jasmine (Cate 
Blanchett) has had to trade down: After years 
of the good life with her smooth-talking 
husband, Hal (Alec Baldwin), his arrest and 
exposure as a thieving sleazeball force selfish 
Jasmine (real name: Jeannette) to move in 
with her sister Ginger (Sally Hawkins), whom 
Jasmine formerly could barely tolerate. This 
delays Ginger’s plan to cohabitate with

her boyfriend. Chili (Bobby Cannavale), a 
blue-collar schmoe Jasmine can’t stand. She’s 
condescension personified. 

Of course, Allen himself is the master of 
inconsistency He’s been brilliant, and he’s 
been terrible. With “Blue Jasmine” he’s heav- 
ily indebted to ‘A Streetcar Named Desire,” 
but he’s also elicited universally excellent 
performances, with key supporting turns 
from Louis C.K., Peter Sarsgaard and even 
Andrew “Dice” Clay 

Blanchett is incredible, never allow- 
ing Jasmine to become a parody She’s the 
center of a semi-tragic character study about 
phoniness and deluded personal fantasies. 
“There’s only so many traumas a person can 
stand before you take to the streets and start 
screaming,” Jasmine says, oblivious to differ- 
ing definitions of traumas and ways to take 
accountability She’s the sort of person who 


has no money but flies first class out of habit, 
and would rather pay for Ginger’s hotel bill 
than let her stay over— until Jasmine needs 
help herself 

Allen is far too direct in spelling out 
his themes and opinions, and the movie’s 


never more than a little funny While I 
can’t say I ever expected anyone to use the 
Dice man and a former “Bachelorette” (Ali 
Fedotowsky) in a movie I enjoyed, some of 
the characters in “Blue Jasmine” know how 
to swallow their pride. And so do 1 .

Despite frequently inviting others into 
their bed, Christian worries that Tara may 
be sleeping with someone else. Like, say, 
Ryan (Nolan Gerard Eunk), an actor who 
Tara helped earn the lead in an upcoming 
indie film. That project sounds as credible 
as Joey’s perceived big break on “Eriends,” 
but fits the one and only partial point made 
by “The Canyons”: Some people who make 
movies don’t really know or care about 
movies.

What’s uncommon is the combination of 
exclusively vapid actors delivering stilted 
dialogue as if a porn’s always about to break 
out— if everyone weren’t usually too ir- 
ritated to get it on.

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Michael Kornick 
and company bring 
barbecue to Little Italy 

By Michael Nagrant i for redeye 
If you’ve ever smoked a perfect rack of ribs, 
it’s easy to understand how a thousand barbe- 
cue joints have been launched. The beauty of 
a pink smoke ring and juicy shards of freshly 
pulled meat inspire a confidence that you 
were born to bring the gospel of barbecued 
meat to the masses. But opening a barbecue 
joint is different from being a confident 
weekend warrior. Producing a toothsome rib 
with a lacquered crust for hundreds of people 
requires remarkable patience and consis- 
tency Far from a cooking dilettante, Michael 
Kornick is a seasoned chef with quite the 
pedigree — he owns MK and with partner 
David Morton also runs DMK Burger Bar, 
Fish Bar and Ada Street— and has incred- 
ible command of Chicago’s culinary history 
When Kornick and Morton announced 
their first barbecue restaurant in Little Italy, 
County I wondered whether they’d have the 
luck of a one-rib wonder or the heart of a 
southern pitmaster. 

The scene: This address used to house Italian 
red-sauce joint Gennaro’s. Kornick and his 
partners kept the original Gennaro’s bar and 
the rich, dark wainscoting (Kornick said, “I 
have this desire to preserve historic things 
about Chicago. I was chef at the Pump 


Room. I love old joints.”), but they outfitted 
it with a trophy-mounted deer and vintage 
American flags, giving the place a North- 
woods man-cabin feel. 

The meat: Veal brisket ($12), a cut chosen 
for its tenderness and flavor, was parchment 
dry Considering the portion size— three 
strips of veal, a tiny tangle of cole slaw and 
a few pickles —this plate was pretty pricey 
(When I later asked Kornick about it, he said 
it should’ve been a 6 - to 7-ounce portion, so 
mine may have been an anomaly) Rib tips 
($10), inspired by Kornick’s childhood stops 
at Lem’s BBQ with his dad for rib tips before 
going to Sox games, were meatier than aver- 
age, but were also dry The hot link ($4) was 
spicy and juicy with a nice snappy casing. 

The sides: Side dishes were much better. 
Fluffy corn pudding studded with scallions 
($5) wafted a beautiful buttery perfume. 
Crisp, tangy cornmeal-dusted wheels of fried 
green tomato ($6) were complimented well 
by a minty whipped goat cheese dip. The ba- 
con and barbecue parfait ($3), a little shooter 
of cloud-like mashed potatoes and tender 
braised and smoked bits of juicy rib flap 
meat, was a glorious savory pork sundae— 
like an American response to shepherd’s pie. 
Collards ($3), made with executive chef Erick 
Williams’ grandmother’s recipe, Kornick 
said, were undersalted and a little tough. 

The drinks: The Rye Smile ($9; rye, ginger 


syrup, lemon juice and a touch of soda) was 
refreshing and balanced. The sidecar ($9; 
cognac, triple sec and lemon juice) burst with 
citrus, had a honey-like finish and was a spot- 
on execution of the classic cocktail. 

The service: County’s bar takes up a large 
portion of the dining room, and there’s 
a good chance you’ll end up sitting at it. 
Bartenders are rarely known for their food 
knowledge, but mine was tirelessly enthusias- 
tic and never stumped by my questions. 

Bottom iine: County is a great night out if 
you want attentive bar service, solid drinks 
and cheffed-up gourmet sides. But the heart 
of a barbecue restaurant is its smoked meat, 
and right now, that’s what needs some work.
